trine, we need nor wonder that it fpread fo wide,

wee fpeculative Men find none greatcr, than 
‘ itt TOV: : 
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ftating, became the Parent of its Oppofite ; that is, 
the [plenetick Part of the World, refolve to give Check 
to the Vain, by afferting, that Man, inftead of being 
the nobleft, wifeft, and moft excellent of 4nimals, 
Was; indeed; the meaneff, fillieft, and moft de(pica- 
ble. I will not take upon upon me to fay, who firft 
propagated chisOpirion; but I chigk I may fafely 
affirm, that nobody ever put it into fo few Words as 
Pliny: Nil fuperbius Homine, vel miferius. Nothing 
prouder than Man, or move miferable. Our witty Lord 
Rochefter illuftrated this Propofition admirably in his im- 
mortal Satire; but the fullett, graveft, and moft plaufible 
Arguments that have been alledged on this Side, are 
to be found in Boileau, and have been from him tran- 
fcribed into the Effay on Man. It would be an Injury, 
on this Occafion, to omit Montaigne, whofe favouri:¢ 
Subjeét this was, and whofe natural Thought, that ic 
was a Point not tobe determined, whether when they 
were at Playtog-ther, He, or his Cat, had moft con- 
temptible Thoughts of each otber, was one of the homeft 
Thrujts, that ever was given to the Flatterers of Man. 
None of thefe Writers denied the Superiority ot Man 


over moft Animals. or that this Superiority was of 


Right ; but they faid that this Right proceeded part! 
from Cunning, partly from Force; and that if this 
gave a Title to Excellence, it would be hard to an- 
iwer the Fox or the Lion, if they put in their Claims 
roo. A thoufind other provoking Queflions they 
asked, and a Multitude of invidious Parallels they 
drew ; all tending to prove, that Hor{s and Dogs 
were not only on a Par with their Mafers, but much 
above them ; for which they adduced at |-aft as cogent 
Proo's, as any the Cartefians could cffer fer Beafts 
being mere Machines. Here the Thing has retted ; 
the Men of Thought ranging themfelves on one Side, 
the Aden ot Wit on the ether ; but as for the Aven of 
Senfe, they have taken the middle Road, which I fhali 
next dcferibe. 

Tre Wiftom of: the Creator having re- 
gulated the Facelties of all his Creatures, in a manner 
fuitable to the Employments défign’d chem, it follows 
from thence, thar there fsa great and real Difference 
berween Jam and other Animals, becaufe there is an 
apparent Difproportion berween their feveral Zaploy- 
ments. But it mult be owned, that no Inference can 
he drawn from hence, to jriftify a defpotick or tyrannical 
Authority in Man over the reft of God's Créatures ; 
but rather the Contrary. For if Reajon raites us 
above the Bosh I fay, if this ‘be fo in any manger 

en it is certatnly our Duty to act to- 
wards them in a Manner fuitabie to Beings {uperior 
to them in Reafon: Now this we cannot do, if. we 
treat them cruelly, regleétfully, or wantonly, which 


are Crimes the Cartefians would abfolve us trom, by 


teaching us, that they are mere Machines. But a 
Man of Senfe treats this Notion with the fame Repug- 
nance he did the other, and will no more believe his 
Horfe a Piece of Clock eork, than he will be perfuaded 
that his Horfe is his Superior, or even his Equal In- 
deed the Difference between Us and other Animals, 
lies folely in Reafon, and not at all in the Pafions, 
of which Brates {eem to have the fame Senfation with 
Ourfelves. A good Servant, who has not for a long 
Time feen his Mafter, falutés him on his return 
home with an affectionate Freedom. His Dog Tray 
docs the fame thing, and becaufe he wants the Con- 
veniency of Speech, is, beyond Comparifon, more 
violent in his Geftures. For Gefture is a Mode ot Ex- 
preffion common to all Animals; and yer i Is very 
queftionable, whether there would be any fuch thing 
as Géfture, if there were not Pafions To deny, 
therefore, that Gefure is as expreflive in one Animal 
as in another, isto {peak againft common Senfe, Onthe 
whole, therefore, it muft be allowed, that Animals 
are poflefied of different Degrees of Knowledge, and 
are intitled to fuch a Treatment as 1s dwe from a rea- 
fonable Bring, to Creatures poficfled. 

I confefs, I was led into writing thefe Obfervations 
by a fingular Accident, of which I was lately an Eye 
Wirnefs. One Morning laft Week, there was an 
Afs laden with acouple of Wath-Tubs, pafling near 
the lower End of the Hay-market. The Creature 
falling fuddenty down, the Man to whom it belonged, 
prefently tock off the Yoke, and leaving it in the 
Street, drove on his other Affes, without taking any 
farther Notice of this poot Bealt. Ithoughe at firf, 
a3 I believe moft of the Speétators cid, that the Af 





had been over-loaded ; bur it proved quire otherwife : 
The poor Creature was abfolutely worn out, and 
expired a few Hours after. While it lay dying inthe 
Street, a Dog, belonging to the Mafter of the Bealt, 
lay down by it, and gave as vifible Teflimonies of 
lympathetick Affliction, as it was pofhible for a Sone 
drupede todo. When the Afs was dead, the Dog 
never forfook the Body, but remained there ‘rill 
Afternoon, when its Mafter on his return Home, took 
up the dead Carcafs and pur ir into a Cart, and was 
then followed by his Dog, as I wascradibly in'ormed. 
This was certeinly a wonderful Infante of Friend- 
fhip among Beafts, and fufficient ro have convinced the 
moft obftinate Cartefian, that they arent fo many 
Pieces of Clock-work without Spirtt or Senfation. 
If it fhould be asked, to what Purpofe I tell this 
Story, I think I may juftly anfwer, That ir is to cau- 
tion Men from offending againft che Laws of Nature, 
by fhewin 

may be diicerned in thofe Animals, which they think 
fo much below them in the Scale of Beings. Let 
none accule me‘of a Defign to encourage, or even to 
juftity that foolith kind of Fondneis for Animals, 
which ts frequently, as well as juftly made the Objet 
of Ridicule. What I recommend, is fuch a Kind- 
nef. cowards Animals, as is founded on the Nature of 
Tings , aot fuch ajLove for them as isthe Iffue of a 
diforder’d Imagination. If it isa Weaknefs in Afira 
to make herfelf a Slave to ber Parrot, it isan A@ of 
Brutality in Adilo to ride his Horfe Thirty Miles be- 
fore Dinner, and then take no Care of his being 
Fed. For as I obferved at the Beginning, Error lies 
in the Extremes, and Truth in the Aean.
